“If 
there was anyone in New Or- 
leans who was involved in the 
plot with Oswald, he had better 
watch out, it looks like the dis- 
trict attorney means business,” 
he remarked. 

Oswald’s landlady in New Or- 
leans, Mrs. J. J. Gamer, 4911 
Magazine, said no one from the 
district attorney's office had 
contacted her concerning any 
recent investigation. 

“Don't tell me they’re going 
to start that again,” she said. 

MANY VISITORS 
Mrs. Gamer said she had had 
many visitors after the assas- 
sination and indicated she's had 
enough. Her husband remarked 
that “I’ll always believe Oswald 
didn’t do it alone." But he 
added that he definitely felt no 
one from New Orleans had been 
allied with Oswald in a plot. 

Mrs. Gamer said she could 
recall only three incidents of 
Oswald being visited by anyone. 
One time, she said, two Cuban- 
looking young men about 25 
years of age came asking for 
Oswald, and had a pamphlet 
referring to The Fair Play for 
Cuba committee. She said a 
second time an elderly couple 
came to get Oswald, his wife 
and child and took them out for 
a weekend. A third visitor, she 
said, was Mrs. Ruth Payne, who 
befriended Marina Oswald in 
Dallas. She said Mrs. Payne 
came to get Marina and her 
child. Even then, she didn't see 
Mrs. Payne, only the car, she 
added.
